■eight about 140S. 
In the temporary absence of Dr. 
Chao, the exhibit la under the di­ 
rection of Dr. D. Rubin de la Bor 
holla, head of the department of 
anthropolgy of tho National Mu­ 
seum of Mexico. Assisting him is 
Señorita Martines del Rio, also of 
the National Museum. 
In number, variety and wealth of 
significance, the treasures displayed 
In the collection fairly daszle the 
onlooker and exceed description. 
There are the Jade objects, whole 
neck laces, bracelets, pendants and 


fan holders. There la a jade ring, 
still circling a bone In the hand 
which wore it five hundred years 
ago. It was the first jade in appre­ 
ciable quantities ever found In mod­ 
ern Mexico.

The most gruesome object of the 
collection Is a human skull, in- 
crusted with turquoise, with small 
discs ta the eye sockets.

BUYING POWER OF FARM­ 
ER CUT, NOT INCREASED 


Washington, Nov. 2.—Pre-war 
purchasing power for the American 
farmer—the goal of the farm ad­ 
justment act—today was 
further 
away from mathematical 
realiza­ 
tion than on May 15, three days 
after the act became law. 
A dozen major programs 
had 
been launched by the farm adjust­ 
ment administration. 
Most, true, 
were still 
far from 
the 
stage 
where 
their creators 
look for 
fruit; but the buying power of the 
average unit of produce planted, 
cultivated and harvested 
by 
the 
framer had lost rather than gain­ 
ed in potency. 
Statistics compiled by the bur­ 
eau of agricultural economics, made 
public today, showed that the far­ 
mer’s purchasing power on May 
15 was 61 per cent of the pre-war 
period, 1909 to 1914, but that for 
the week, Oct. 11 to Oct. 18, the 
last surveyed, his purchasing pow­ 
er was 59 per cent of pre-war. 
It wasn’t that farm priees had 
declined. They moved up fast, bul­ 
ged, receded, but still were above 
the May 15 level from Oct. 11 to 
18. The slump in the farmer’s 
buying power was more largely ac­ 
counted for by the increase in the 
average prices paid for dozens of 
articles which he needed for his 
family and to carry on his busi­ 
ness. 
Using the figure 100 to repre­ 
sent pre-war level, the price paid 
to farmers on May 15 were repre­ 
sented by the figure 62, or 38 per 
cent under pre-war. At the same 
time, the average prices paid for 
the things he commonly 
needed 
was shown by the bureau’s index 
as 101, or 1 per cent above pre-war. 
For the period Oct. 11 to 18, the 
price paid farmers was 68, or 6 
points over May 15, and 32 per 
cent under pre-war. But the prices 
farmers pay, meantime, had risen 
to 116.5 or 16.5 per cent over pre­ 
war. 
There is some variance between 
individual farm commodities 
in 
their relationship to “parity,” or 
that price which would give them 
pre-war buying power. As of Oct.

BUYING POWER OF FARM­ 
ER CUT, NOT INCREASED 


Washington, 
Nov. 
2.—Pre-w ar 
purchasing power for the American 
farm er—the goal of the farm ad- 
| justm ent act—today was 
further 
away from mathematical 
realiza- 
| tion than on May 15, three 
days 
after the act became law. 
A dozen major 
programs 
had 
| been launched by the faim adjust­ 
ment administration. 
Most, true, 
were still 
far 
from 
the

fruit; but the buying power of the 
average unit of produce planted, 
cultivated and harvested 
by 
the 
fram er had lost rather than gain­ 
ed in potency. 
Statistics compiled by the bur­ 
eau of agricultural economics, made 
public today, showed that the fa r­ 
m er’s purchasing power on May 
15 was 61 per cent of the pre-war 
period, 1909 to 1914, but that 
for 
the week, Oct. 11 to Oct. 18, 
the 
last surveyed, his purchasing pow­ 
er was 59 per cent of pre-war. 
It wasn’t th at farm prices had 
declined. They moved up fast, bul­ 
ged, receded, but still were above 
the May 15 level from Oct. 11 to

The slump in

buying power was more largely ac­ 
counted for by the increase in the
